Russia, which found 
quantities o f this ore in the Urals, 
minted 50 and 100-ruble coins in 
platinum, until it was discovered 
that this really was a rare and 
precious metal, more so even 
than 
gold. 
Colombia 
produces 
about 
10 
per cent of the world’s supply of 
platinum. 
In a series of stamps 
issued in 19 32, one illustrates the 
mining of.this metal.

HOW, BETTER J OBS? 


In the “ Clearing Ho use” Mo nday , Mr. 
A. R. Bo o lo n had a v ery interesting and 
intelligent article o n wages as they relate 
to the purchasing o f necessities. 
We think discussio ns o f this kind can 
o nly lead to putting mo re light o n the 
wage questio n. 
If wages can be increased 
witho ut being in pro po rtio n to the amo unt 
the wo rker pro duces, then what will influ­ 
ence the wo rker to learn to do the difficult 
tasks, and to pro duce mo re rapidly ? 
If the slo w wo rker is no t paid the same 
rate per unit o f pro ductio n 
as the fast 
wo rker and gets the same wage, will the 
fast wo rker then co ntinue to pro duce'.’ 
If 
he do es no t, will this no t reduce pro ductio n 
and ev entually lo wer all wages? 
This, we think, is the fal l acy 
in the theo ry 
t hat wages paid o ther than on a co mpara­ 
tiv e basis, increases purchasing po wer. Pur­ 
chasi ng power comes fro m pro ductio n and 
fro m no thing else. 
The theo ry that raising the wages o f the 
lo wer paid wo rker wo uld reduce the co n­ 
sumptio n o f lux uries and increase co nsump­ 
tio n by the wo rkers wo uld no t wo rk, we 
think, fo r the same reaso n.

Acco rding to United Press repo rt, Go v ­ 
erno r Frank Murphy , acting under special 
autho rity , fro m the President o f the United 
States, made two pro po sitio ns to the Gen­ 
eral Mo to rs and the United Auto mo bile 
Wo rkers’ Unio n. 
They were: That the United Auto mo bile 
Wo rkers o f America MUST be reco gnized 
as THE ONLY agency inv o lv ed in this dis­ 
pute. 
The unio n shall withdraw all sit- 
do wn strikers fro m General Mo to rs plant at 
Flint in return fo r the go v erno r’s flat guar­ 
antee backed bv natio nal guard. 
That General Mo to rs WILL NOT RE­ 
SUME PRODUCTION in these plants. 
If 
this means any thing, it means that the co l­ 
lectiv e bargaining unit has a' right to keep 
the General Mo to rs plant clo sed until they 
co me to the terms satisfacto ry to the Lewis 
o rganizatio n. 
If co llectiv e bargaining can do this, o f 
co urse, it means ev entually that tho se who 
are no t in the co llectiv e unit will hav e abo ut 
as much o ppo rtunity to make a liv ing as the 
fieo ple in Russia who are no t in the go o d 
graces o f Stalin. 
We think Mr. Bo o len is thinking clearly
